THE SABBATH IN HISTORY. 
BEPLY TO ABEL ANDERSON. 
o the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Cuicaco, March 17.—Mr. Anderson, in his 
article under date Feb. 24, says: Mr. Bailey 
gives us this bit of history, which I would like to 
see him prove: ‘ From Jerusalem the Charch 
going east into Armenia, south into Abyssinia, 
and west into Italy, used the Sabbath for ita 
worship day.’” 

Tne Rev. Claudius Buchanan in his Chrize- 
tian Researches in Asia,” p. 136, says:: The 
Armenians in Hindostan are our own subjects. 
They acknowledge our Government in India, as 
they do that of the Suphi in Persia; and they 
are entitled to our regard. They have preserved 
the Bible in its purity ; and their doctrines are, 
as far as the author knows, the doctrines of the 
Bible, Besides, they maintain the solemn ob- 
servance of Christian worship throughout our 
Empire on the seventh day, and they have as 
many spires pointing to heaven among the Hin- 
doos as we ourselves.” 

The Rev. Lyman Coleman, in his Ancient 
Christianity Exemplified,” says: There are at 
least fourteen great feast days in the course of 
the year, on which all ordinary labor is suspend- 
ed, and the day 1s observed more strictly than 
the Sabbath.” Yeates, in his East India 
Church History,“ informs us that Saturday 
| amongst them is a festival day agreeable to the 
ancieut practice of the Church. 

These writers use the language Saturday,” 
‘* Seventhday,” and Sabbath, referring to the 
same time, the unequivocal conviction 
that they observed the Sab of the Bible. 
La Crose calls their version of the Bible, trans- 
lated into the Aimenian language in the fifth 
century, the Cueen of versions.” Chardin, 
who was much among them, says: ‘‘It is mar- 
veious how the Armenian Christians bave pre- 
served their faith, equaily against the vexatious 
oppressions of the Mohammedans, their sov- 
ereigus, and sgaist the persecutions of the 
Romish Church.” Thus it seems they have 


the best ¥ of the Bible. and 
have it in its purity, and have refused 
submission to the Mohammedaus and the Catho- 


lues. These are sufficient for the Armenians. 

The Nestorians, their neighbors, according to 
Stanley, living in the fastnesses of Kurdistan 
represent the persecuted remnant of the socient 
church of Central Asia. They trace their de- 
scent from a dary er of all Christian — 
—tbe in on , 


man. oting from their authorities, says: 
“These eight festivals of oar Lord we observe, 
and we have many holy days, and the Sabbath 
day, on which we do not . The Sabbath 
day we reckon far, far above theothers.” Grant, 
in hie History of the Nestorians, says: The 
Sabbath is regarded with a sacredness among 
the mountain tribes which I have seen among 
uo other Christians in the East. 

Samuel Gobat, in his journal of three years’ 
residence in Abyssinia, informs us that 
Christianity was introduced into Abyssinia 
about year 330, when Athan 
asius was patriarch of Alexandria. The Mobam- 
medans of Arabia in the seventh century made 
an irruption into Egypt, and nearly crushed the 
church there. The Abyssinian Church became 

from the other churches, and retired 
for several ages from the pages of history. But, 
steadfast in ber religious principles. the Abyssia- 
ian Church remained unsbaken as a rock amid 
the dashing biliows. Covering ber with His 
shield, God preserved her from the galling yoke 
of Mohammedan tyranny, and permitted ber to 
keep alive the flame of Christian faith, which 
sbe had received as a rich inheritance from her 
fathers.

Gobat was: This unhappy war continued to 
rage with unabated fury, trembling io the bal- 
ance between alternate successes and reverses, 
until the Emperor felt the imperious necessity, 
in consideration of the interests of his throne, 
and the tranquillity of his subjects, of request- 
ing the patriarch to negotiate s treaty between 
the Pope and bis Royal Highness, iw which it 
should be stipulated that the Abyssinian Charch 
might retain their ancient liturgy, celebrate the 
same festival days that they previously ob- 
served, and enjoy the privilege of hallowing 
not less the Jewish Sabbath than the Lord's 
Day in agreement with their uniform 
practice previous to the introduction of the 
Catholic faith.“ 

Zabo, the Ambassador of the King of 
Ethiopia, t Lisbon, in Spain, gives an ac- 
count of their doctrines and practices in 1554. 
as follows: ‘* Weare bound by the institutions 
of the Apostles to observe two days, to wit: 
the Sabbath and the Lord's day, on whichit is 
not lawful for us to do any work, no, not the 
least. On the Sabbath day, because God after 
He had finished the creation of the world rested 
thereon; which day as God would have it 
called the holy of bolies, 80 the not celebrating 
thereof with great honor and elevation seems 
to be plainly contrary to God's will and precept.

GO THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, Sars. 
From an Articie by Prof. Bartiett in the New Yor’ In- 
dependent of March 9, 

I am one of a great company who 
simply want more light on a very dark affair. 
Scores of times during the two years past I have 
declared my belief in Mr. Beecher’s innocence of 
crime, and I never yet have expressed the be- 
lief that he is guilty. But 1 am brought now 
into a state of utter perplexity, when I can only 
say: God defend the right.” Great multi- 
tudes of persons stand in that position to-day, 
and say that this horrible cloud must be dis- 
sipated. But other multitudes do not stop there. 
It w most uofortunate that the Council, in 
their oon personal and sympathetic satis- 
faction, so strangely failed to comprebend 
Mr. Beecher’s really dreadful position be- 
fore the community. They point back to 
an investigation of 1874, and wholly forget 
that the world moves; and that, if that in- 
vestigation were then all that they believe, a 
new and extreme exigency bas come. Since 
that time the tide of opinion has, for some rea- 
son, been setting steadily and solemoly against 
Mr. Beecher, till his defenders now seem to be 
almost as few as his accusers then. Withia a 
week a widely-acquainted and leading minister 
of another great denomination said to me that, 
so far as he knew, not more than one in ten of 
his brother ministers believed Mr. Beecher in- 
nocent, and they were growing silent. A 
Christian lawyer of still another com- 
munion said to me, that not more one in 
five of his acquaintances held that opinion.” 
An intelligent ne reporter said: Not 
one in ten.” I hear keen men of the world in 
railway cars and elsewhere, professed admirers 
of his genius and influence, — the most 
undoubting opinion of his deliberate perjury, 
adding that it was the only course left for him.

The prefix Moung, in Burmese, corresponds to 
Esquire with us.

Leading the Pioneer Chicago 
Troops to Cairo, III. 


Fears for the Safety of That Point, and 
the Measures Taken to Pro- 


tect It, 
It is de- 


The Organizations, and Some of the Men, 
Who Went on That Memorable 
Trip. 


How They Reached Cairo, and What 
They Did There. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaco, March 18.—The great loss sustained 
by Chicago as well as the nation in the death of 
Gen. Joseph D. Webster is fully appreciated, 
and is one which can hardly be repaired. The 
press and the pulpit have not overestimated his 
worth, nor painted in too vivid colors the purity 
of his character. His daily life was a stinging 
rebuke to every species of overreaching and sen- 
timental hypocrisy, or what has become known 
and passes curreut for sharp business tact, 
which is nothing, when stripped of its false 
covering, but simple cheating. Ina the midst of 
the general grief at the bereavement, it would 
not be unseemly to recall some of the 
scenes through which our now dead fnend 
passed with a handful of partially raw recruits, 
when, atthe request of Gov. Richard Yates, 
hardly before the tocsin of war had resounded 
throughout the land, he occupied Cairo, the 
most southern point in Illinois. There are oth- 
er considerations why this mention of those per- 
formauces should be made, and the most promi- 
nent is the fact that there is no record extant of 
the doings of the Illinois pioneers in the War, 
and no organization now in existence containing 
any considerable number of the participants. 
They have and are passing rapidly away, and 
soon all will have jomed their late comrade. 

THE ALARM FOUNDED. 

There was great excitement at Lilinois’ State 
Capital in that sunny and showery, laughing and 
crying, April, 1861, when one morning Gov. 
Kichard Yates received information from an 
ofticer of the Illinois Central Rallroad Company 
at Cairo, sapported by the convictions and fears 
of prominent citizens of that burg, that a move- 
ment was on foot at Memphis, Tenn., to send a 
steamer with a body of armed men to take forci- 
bie possession of the place and the railroad 
property. The scheme was plausible, and 
showed foresight in the originators, as subse- 
quent events proved that, as a strategic point, 
Cairo was of the first importance, and for the 
Rebels to get a foothold there at that time would 
have been of great advantage to them, and have 

recipitated the secession of both Kentucky and 

lissouri. Our good Governor took in the situa- 
{tion at once, and saw that prompt action was 
hecessary to defeat the objects of the treasou- 
able expedition.

The Execa- 
tive cranium was still farther penetrated with 
the fact that portions of these organizations had 
once dove the city some service, when the Hes- 
ingites of a former day had defied the law, 
marched on the Court-House for the purpose of 
enforcing their demands, and, failing in that, to 
capture the city’s Mayor, Dr. L. D. Boone; that 
at the request of that official they took posses- 
sion of the infected district, planted their cannon 
in front of the Court-House on the Randolph 
street side of the Sherman House, and so dis- 
posed of their amall force, and kept such com- 
plete surveillance over the riotous mob through- 
out the city, that great loss of life was no doubt 
prevented, andthe rioters were forced to die- 
perse.

CHICAGO TO THE RESCUE. 

The patriotic Governor’s mind was greatly ro- 
lieved ou learning these facts, and, acting with 
promptness, as was his wont when be saw his 
way clear, he dispatched a private and trusty 
agent to Chicago, who sought oat Gen. Webster 
(tuen Captain), and placed in his hands $20,000, 
to be used in organizing what force he could 
get, with allthe information from the threat- 
ened paint, and to occupy Cairo as soon as pos- 
sible. The Governor's final injunction to Web- 
ster was, Anythiag but delay!” The agent 
also conferred with R. K. Swift, who held a 
commission as Brigadier-General of militia, with 
a request that he co-operate with Capt. Webster. 
The intelligence that the State of Illinois would 
probably be invaded soon by a Rebel 
force was not long in reaching all parte 
of the city. Mayor Julian S. Rumsey called a 
meeting the same evening of members of the 
military organizations and citizaos. There was 
not much talk after the Governor's information 
had been made known, as action, prompt aod 
vigorous, was what was wanted. e meeting 
was large and enthusiastic. Volunteers, both 
from the military organizations and ci 
enrolied themselves in large numbers,—some of 
the former tendering their entire membership. 
Capt. Webster ard Gen. Swift worked barmoni- 
ously together, the latter gentleman, although 
he occupied a high State military position, yield- 
ing with good taste to the former’s military edu- 
cation and experience, and seconded and aided 
all the arrangements. Chicago's citizens were 
not found wanting in their zeai to help on the 
expedition, and contributed in food, clothing, 
and arms generously. Everything went along 
so smoothly and quietly, no jangling nor hard 
words, that many bardly realized the changes 
going on until on the following Sunday night, 
April 21.

Following the artillery 
marched the troops. There was no trouble, 
no demonstration was made, and no further 
marked expressions of dislike at the course 
things were taking. So the first military organ- 
ization of the State of Illinois to take part in the 
stirring scenes which followed formed a camp 
at Cairo, a point of subsequent military opera- 
tions of great importance in the South west. 

THE FIRST GUN IN THE WEST. 

Military discipline was gradually molding the 
raw volunteer into the soldier; guards were 
regularly posted, aod a strict watch was kept on 
the river. There bad been no steamer from be- 
low for several days, and communication with 
any of the cities down the river was impossible, 
as the telegraphic wires had been cut across the 
Ohio in Kentucky. There was something wrong. 
The continued suspense began to be painfal. 
Relief came at last. On the second or third day 
smoke was seen issuing from the tree-tops be- 
ig” the city, indicating the approach of a steam- 

. believed to be the expected piratical craft. 
All the necessary preparations were made to re- 
ceive the vessel, whether it be of a wariixe or of 
a pacific character; there was no question about 
that; the intent was piain. One of Company 
A’s guns was placed oa a platform-car on the 
bank of the river. The steamer came up slowly, 
but, hugging the Kentucky shore, it was ap- 
parent that a landing was not intended. A shot 
across her bows from the 12-pounoder seemed to 
change the programme, for the steamer imme- 
diately headed for the Lllinois shore. She 
proved to be the Baltic from Memphis. A thor- 
ough search was made, but nothing unusual was 
discovered; her officers were sullen, unc ommu- 
nicative, and suspicious, but they were allowed 
to depart. it was clear, from what was learned 
afterward, that the boat had started for Cairo on 
some suspicious undertaking, but, learning of 
the military arrivai there, had become frighten- 
ed, and abandoned it. 

SOLDIERING. 

After the steamer episode, the pioneers went 
to work with a will in laying out and clearing up 
their company quarters. Capt. Webster placed 
Company A two miles up the Mississippi, at a 
sharp bend of the river, With the Lincoln Rifles 
as à su yey It wasan important position. 
Here hal a dozen resolute men in one night 
could have destroyed the levees, flooded the city, 
and rendered ita further occupancy impossible. 
Immense trees were felled, the debris of years’ 
collection landed there by freshets, which they 
burned, and in a few weeks they had laid outa 
beautiful camp, all the while keeping a strict 
guard, with their support, onthe river. The 
Zouaves and Harding’s company were in camp 
further down the river. In the meantime Bat- 
tery B(Taylor’s) had arrived, but had been 
stationed at Bird's Point, Mo., opposite Cairo, 
and Barker's Chicago Dragoons, after remaining 
a few weeks, were ordered to Virginia. 

A SCATTERING. 

Troops were now reaching Cairo daily from 
not only Illinois, but from Iowa and Wisconsin. 
Swift, genial and rous, a good militia officer 
enough, but vo disciplinarian, had been ordered 
home to give place to Prentias, of Quincy ; Web- 
ster superintended the building of the fort at 
the couflueace of the Ohi ississippi 
the defenses at Bird's Point, Fort Holt 
— and at the mouth of a small river be 
with Jenny and Waterman as assistants ; 
win, who, as an organizer, had no equal, and 
performed an immense amount of work, became 
Colonel of the Fifty-seveuth Illinois Infantry; 
Hemstreet served on Prentiss’ staff; Oompany 
A, with Willard in command, went to Paducah, 
Ky.; the Zouaves and Harding's company went 
to Springfield and formed the Nineteenth Illinois 
Infantry, with Turchin, Scott, and Harding as 
Colonel, Lieut.-Colonel, and Major, respectively, 
while many of the Chicago volunteers were in 
the secret service, visiting rebel strongholds in 
many directions, and one even penetrating their 
lines at Memphis weeks after communication 
had been cut off, getting away and bringing im- 
portant information. 


CONCLUSION. 
It would be impossible to follow the pioneers 
of Cairo wherever the fortunes of war sent them. 
Their paths lay in many directions, they fought 
on many fields, and did honor to themselves as 
woll as to the city that sent them. Through the 
Siberian frosts of Donelson, the pitiless storms 
of Shiloh, the severe memorable march to 
the sca, and until the dispersion of that little 
mutual admiration party which met at Appomat- 
tox, it was the same : they never faltered in their 
duty, to do which was ever paramount. In this 
respect they profited by the example aud the 
early lessons they received from one over whose 
grave the turf is still green in W 1

The greenbackers demand that greenbacks shall be 
made interchangeable with Government bonds bearing 
a fixed rate of interest. This fixed rate of interest 
has given stability to the value of irredeemable English 
bonds (console) and to American bonds since the War. 
There is no reason under Heavea why this fixed rate 
of interest would not give permanent stability to 
American as well as British bonds, and that the green- 
backs convertible at the will of the holder into these 
bonds would be just as certain and fixed in their value 
as the bands themselves. Practically, then, the 
greenbackers are in favor of a “convertible cur- 
rency,” and if the rate of interest be placed high 
enough to make the bonds worth their face in gold 
then this currency would be equal to gold in value, 

There is this ‘‘ reason under Heaven,” that 
the fixed rate of interest on British consols 
is payable in solid gold, and not in irredeem- 
able scrip, whereas the greenbackers pro- 
pose to pay the intereston their intercon- 
vertible bonds in shinplasters, which in turn 
are to be redeemable only in shinplaster 
bonds. Practically, then, the greenbackers 
are in favor of” tom-foolery; and if they 
were to make the rate of interest on their 
convertible shinplaster bonds 50 per cent, 
they would not be worth their face in gold, 
because neither principal nor interest is pay- 
able in anything but irredeemable shin- 
plasters.. The scheme is simply one to in- 
crease the quantity of chaff. It does not 
provide any admixture of wheat, and, no mat- 
ter what the bulk may be, it is still only 
chaff, and therefore worthless. But as long 
as fools and visionaries exist there will be 
found persons who indorse,such absurdities. 


CONDITION OF THE CITY’S FINANCES. 
We invite the earnest attention of the 
business men of Chicago to the peril which 
new threatens the Municipal Government of 
the city from the failure of tax-collection. 
Superior to all questions of debt, bad Gov- 
ernment, corrupt bummerism, ballot-box 
stuffing, and other matters, there is the vital 
question, Can city taxes be collected? If 
taxes can no longer be collected in Chicago, 
then every business man can understand the 
necessary consequences as well as we can. 
We ask attention to the following exhibit 
of uncollected taxes, as it stood on the Ist of 
January, 1876, according to the report of 
Comptroller Hayes :

The records of unpaid real-estate taxes be- 
fore the fire were destroyed, and Mr. Hayzs 
places the amount of taxes lost by the fire at 
$750,000, none of which will ever be col- 
lected ; but the City Governments before 
the fire had spent the money, and it now 
figures as part of the floating debt of the 
city, and has drawn interest as such for five 
years. 

For some reason, after the tax assessments 
have passed out of the hands of the Town 
Collectors, the County Treasurers never col- 
lect any personal taxes worth mentioning. 
The taxes put down in the foregoing list as 
due prior to 1872 may be regarded as wholly 
lost. So to a large extent may be classed 
the great bulk of the personal-property tax 
for the years 1872, 1873, and 1874. Since 
January a portion of the personal tax of 
1874 was collected, and perhaps two-thirds of 
the personal tax of 1875 have been also col- 
lected. Since January the city has gathered 
in perhaps nearly one million of dollars from 
the personal taxes of 1875, 1874, and 1873, 
the redemption of tax certificates of back 
years, and something of taxes heretofore tied 
up in appealed cases. 

As security for part ef these real-estate 
taxes, the city holds certificates of tax-sale 
purchases at sales in the following years, as

Of the real-estate taxes of 1874, there are 
about $1,200,000 tied up in an appeal from 
Judge WaLLAcE's Court, who decided against 
the city, which appeal is now pending in the 
Supreme Court, and ought to be ready for 
decision. What that decision may be is a 
grave matter for the city. If adverse, the 
city will be left in a bad plight, and, even if 
favorable, it will take along time to coilect 
it under our dilatory tax laws. 

The latest statement of the ontstanding 
certificates of indebtedness and obligations to 
be met by midsummer is about as follows:

The city has, in round figures, about 8500, 
000 in the Treasury, and is indebted to the 
water fund and City-Hall building fund, for 
money borrowed, about $1,000,000; and for 
gas and miscellaneous claims half to three- 
quarters of a million more. 

We submit these statements of the actual 
financial condition of the city at this time 
for the consideration of those who are most 
deeply concerned in its welfare, and who are 
to be the most seriously embarrassed by any 
interruption in the credit of the city 

The array of unpaid taxes, though nomi- 
nally in excess of eight millions of dollars, is 
subject to so many contingencies and serious 
deductions that we forbear placing any value 
on it. It has no immediate available value. 
If every dollar which can or will ever be 
made out of that ‘list of unpaid taxes were 
paid into the City Treasury before July 1 
next, it would not more than meet the actual 
demands required to be met by the first day 
of July. That, then, would be an exhans- 
tion of the whole revenue provision of the 
city, and leave it nothing on which to carry 
on the Government until the collection of the 
taxes of 1876, some time in September, 1877. 

The city cannot be maintained on bor, 
rowed money. It must be supported by 
taxation, and taxes must be paid, and there 
must be some system devised by which when 
taxes are levied their collection can be 
promptly and reliably enforced by law. 

The revenue law no longer offers any in- 


ducement to any person to purchase real 


estate at tax sale; the property sold in tho 
absence of any bidders is forfeited to the 
State, or county, and can be redeemed upon 
paying the tax with only en per cent inter- 
est! Under these circumstances, tax sales 
have no terrors and no penalties for de- 
linquents, and taxes go on unpaid year after 
year, to the utter destruction of the credit of 
the municipalities for whose support they 
have been levied. 

We suggest that, in the figures we have 
given of the city’s available means and liabil- 
ities, there is ample reason why the property- 
owners and business men of the city shall 
take immediate steps to devise some means 
forthe enforcement of the collection of 
taxes. A committee of citizens should be 
appointed to act with the City Government 
in the preparation of some plan by which the 
collection of city taxes may be made possible, 
not only at this juncture, but for the future. 
No Government can exist without revenue, 
and to have revenue taxes must be paid 
Cities must pay their debts and expenses, 
and borrowing money is not payment. 
There must be taxation, and taxes must be 
paid, or Government must stop, and then 
come avarchy and the mob. One of these 
mornings the people of Chicago will wake 
up to find that their city is bankrupt on 
account of the non-payment of overdue 
taxes. It is nearer the precipice than is 
agreeable to state. 


SIMPLICITY AND ECONOMY. 

The New York Nation, which often takes 
broad views of affairs, has an article on The 
Economy and Simplicity of Our Forefathers,” 
which disposes very thoroughly of the 
thoughtless and impracticable recommenda- 
tions elicited by the BRLNAT catastrophe to 
the effect that we should return to the stand- 
ard of expenditure which prevailed one hun- 
dred years ago. The absurdity of such a 
suggestion in this centennial year is manifest 
from the fact that the whole country is 
making elaborate preparations for celebrating 
the progress of the first hundred years of 
our national existence, and that this progress 
is notably illustrated by the development of 
our material resources, the increase of money- 
making machinery, the improvementof trans- 
portation facilities, the growth of commercial 
cities, the extension of our trade, and the 
enlargement in almost every sphere of life of 
the ratio of production and the accumulation 
of wealth. In other words, we are celebrat- 
ing the very change of standard, and are now 
asked to bewail it in its specific application 
to Mr. BLXN AT and the particular class of 
officeholders of whom he is an example. 
The fact is ignored that a full return to the 
„economy and simplicity of our forefathers” 
necessarily includes a return to their primi- 
tive conditions in other respects, and that this 
would include an abandonment of the rail- 
road, the telegraph, the steamship, the pow- 
er- loom, the spinning-jenny, and the thou- 
sand subsidiary improvements for the more 
rapid production and exchange of commodi- 
ties. We would have to secure by some un- 
discovered means a return to the value of the 
dollar of those days, when its purchasing pow- 
er was equivalent to that of six or seven dollars 
now. We would have to abandon many 
things which are now regarded as necessities 
that were formerly unknown, and; in a word, 
go backwards. Economy and simplicity are 
comparative ; what was extravagance a hun- 
dred years ago would be simplicity now. 
The demand for a return to the simplicity of 
those times is idle, visionary, and meaning. 


less. 
The corruption of our time, as illustrated 


by the Berxnap scandal, rests primarily upon 
the laxity of public morals, which is an out- 
growth of the spoils-system. Personal and 
domestic extravagance is simply an incident. 
If extravagance and corruption hold the rela- 
tion of cause and effect to each other, then 
corruption is the cause and extravagance the 
result. In any event, the cause of the cor- 
ruption must be looked for somewhere else, 
and, so far as the cost of living is involved, 
it must be traced as much to the 
niggardly rate of paying public servants 
who assume great responsibilities as to 
the expensive habits of the day. Of 
course extravagance is no excuse for corrup- 
tion, any more than the converse of the prop- 
osition would be true; but the pay of our 
leading officials is such as to expose to temp- 
tation those who are willing to accept the 
offices on these terms and to keep out of the 
public service men who are sufficiently capa- 
ble and honest to earn more money outside. 
This was not the practice in the days of our 
forefathers, - It was then the rule to pay high 
public officials a salary commensurate with 
the demands upon the office, and large enough 
to secure the best men who could be obtained 
for the places. Thus the pay of the Presi- 
dent was fixed at $25,000, which was fully 
equivalent to from $125,000 to $150,000 now. 
Yet this pay was never raised until four years 
ago, and now there is a movement to place it 
back where it was upon the first formation of 
the Government. The Nation says: 

In like manner, when they came to fix the salaries 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court, they did not 
thrust one band under their coat-tails, and run the 
other through their hair, and pour forth a stream of 
blatherskite about the way an ideal Judge ought to 
live, and about the smallness of the sum for which 
good lawyers of their own acquaintance could be got 
to ill the place. They said: “ The Supreme Court 
onght to contain the best lawyers in the country, and 
in choosing the Judges for it we ought not to be re- 
stricted to men of accumulated fortunes. Therefore, 
to get the best lawyers we must pay as much annually 


ae the leading lawyers actually earn in the cen- 
tres of the largest practice.” Having ascertained 
that thie was about $3,000, they fixed the 
salary Of the Chief-Justice at $4,000 a year, and that 
of the Associate Justices at $3,500. They followed a 
similar course with regard to all the other offices of 
the Government. They offered, in short, such salaries 
as would in the market of that day command the best 
labor of the kind the public service required, and 
made absolutely no extraordinary demand on the vir- 
tue of the candidates, They no more thought of 
treating the public service as a monastery, and exact- 
ing a vow of poverty from those entering it, than pri- 
vate bankers thought of it. They knew that men 
would serve the Government from ordinary motives; 
that good men would need good pay, and security, 
and the chance of living in the same style as the poo- 
ple with whom they naturally associated in other call- 
ings, and they acted accordingly. 

To apply this to Bexanap, whose case is 
now one in point, we find that he was elevat- 
ed to a position where he was charged with 
the disbursement of $32,000,000 a year on a 
salary of 88,000 a year. He was not a fit 
man for the place, it must be admitted. He 
had never done anything in public life or 
private enterprise which entitled him to the 
public confidence that he could administer 
this vast fund. But what man who had al- 
ready demonstrated his capacity for so great 
a trust could be induced to accept it for that 
pay ? Men who have already proved their 
honesty and capability in disbursing funds 
and administering trusts to anything like this 
amount are able to command four and five 
times as much pay for their services, and it is 
not likely that they will resign such service 
in private life to accept equal responsibilities 
under the Government at an increased cost 


‘of living, and for one-fourth or one-fifth 


the pay. When they do, it is gener- 
ally because they have large private 
resources. The recent difficulty which 
Secretary Cuanpuer found in filling the place 
of Indian Commissioner with a gentleman 
who would command public confidence was 
an instance of the short-sighted policy of the 
people in this respect. Large salaries will 
not keep men honest who are inclined to be 
corrupt, nor will they make men capable who 
are not capable, but they will attract men to 
the public service who are at once capable 
and honest, but who will not accept responsi- 
bilities at a rate of compensation which will 
not defray their living expenses on the same 
scale as their fellows. Instead of recom- 
mending an impossibility,—a return to the 
simple habits of a hundred years ago,—it 
would be better to imitate the judgment and 
liberality of our forefathers by paying our 
public servants enongh to command the best 
order of talent desired, and so protect the 
offices from a class of men who will under- 
take to sustain a course of life that costs 
$30,000 a year on a salary of 88.000 a year. 
THE WARD WILL. 

There has been a conditional compromise 
agreed upon by the attorneys in the cele- 
brated Warp will case in Detroit, which only 
neeeds the assent of the two parties to the 
suit and a payment of $125,000 within a year 
to close up the main estate, to be carried into 
effect. These conditions ought to be com- 
phed with and the estate divided. The 
terms seem to be equitable, and the saving to 
both parties in the cost of litigation will 
more than compensate for any sacrifice 
which each party thinks itis making. Be- 
sides, tho estate is so enormous that the 
terms of the compromise leave each one of 
the heirs on both sides in possession of a 
larger share of this world’s goods than is 
allotted to one person in a hundred thou- 
sand. This fact alone suggests perfect con- 
tent with the result. 

Mr. Wanrn’s estate has been estimated at 
between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000. He left 
children by two marriages, five by the first 
marriage and two infant children as well as 
the widow of the second marriage. His last 
will contained a codicil which left the heirs 
of the first marriage only $200 a month each, 
and made them absolutely dependent on the 
Trustees appointed to administer the estate. 
It was this codicil which led the heirs of the 
first marriage to contest the will and seek to 
have it set aside altogether. They set up 
that this provision, virtually cutting them off 
from their share of the property, had been 
procured through undue influence, a_d the 
trial was rendered the more interesting by 
the allegation and the proof introduced that 
the deceased had been controlled by so-called 
spiritual dictation. But after a long trial, 
in which both parties were represented 
by able attorneys, there was a disagreement 
of the jury. The struggle was to be made 
all over again, and the new trial began early 
last week. It lasted but two days, however, 
when the terms of the compromise were an- 
nounced. Under this compromise the widow 
and her two infant children are to receive 
property valued at $1,500,000, and the other 
heirs are to have the remainder of the prop- 
erty, which is valued at $2,000,000 after the 
discharge of the indebtedness thereon. 

If it had not been for the greed and com- 
bativeness of human nature, some such com- 
promise as this would have been adopted 
without any trial. It represents a fair distri- 
bution among all those who have recognized 
claims on the deceased’s estate, and cor- 
rects any injustice that may have been done 
on either side by the influence of intermed- 
dling spooks or scheming actualities. It 
furnishes the basis on which Mr. Warp 
ought to have distributed his property. It 
leaves a widow who cannot be altogether dis- 
consolate with half a million dollars ; and an 
infant who starts off in life with an equal 
amount may reasonably hope to escape the 
poorhouse with the exercise of fair economy 
and good habits. As to the adult heirs, who 
have several hundred thousand dollars apiece, 
it is barely possible that ordinary application 
and industry will enable them to pull through. 
At all events, it is pretty evident that the vast 
majority of people will agree to compromise 
on the same terms, and the Warp heits will 
be great fools if they refuse to do so. 


There is just now a storm raging through 
the country which threatens to destroy all the 
Presidential timber the Democrats own. The 
Cincinnati Enquirer, a day or two ago, began 
to halloo before it was out of the woods, but, 
concerning its favorites, ventured the follow- 
ing assertion : 


Even the BetanaP. and Bascocs, and Gnuarr Re- 


publicans have not attempted to accuse Gov, ALLEN, 
of Obio, of any public wrong. If it 1s because they do 
not fear him they may be mietaken. Gov. ALLEN bas 
been close to the Presidency more than once. 

But the Enquirer had scarcely laid this 
flattering unction to its soul when the mer- 
ciless telegraph spread broadcast the an- 
nouncement that Old Fog-Horn had got pos- 
session of an immense farm near Chillicothe, 
O., which really belonged to minor heirs, and 
that they have brought suit to eject him from 
their property, which he managed in some 
crooked way to get hold of. The dispatch 
SAYS : 

Proceedings were commenced in the United States 
Court in Cincinnati to-day by ALLAN CaMPBELL Mo- 
AnTHUR and other grandchildren of Duncan Mon- 
nun, a former Governor of Ohio, to eject ex-Gov. 
WILLIAM ALU from his farm near Chillicothe, 
known as Fruit Hill, and compel him to account to the 
legal heirs of Duncan Mears for all rents and 
profits of the estate alleged to be illegally withbeld 
from the heirs, It appears that Gov. Mo Aron, who 
died m 1839, was the owner of immense landed wealth. 


and left a will bequeathing all his property to his wife 
and WiLtiam Ker Bono es Trustees to hold until his 
youngest grandchild became of age, with annual divi- 
dends of the profits of the estate among the heirs. 
When the youngest grandchild became of age the 
property was to be divided among all the heirs. The 
will was set aside, and the larger portion of the estate 
came into the possession of Mrs. Coons, a daughter of 
McArraur, who afterwards married Gov. ALLEN, 
The principal contestant became of age about a year 
ago, and, having learned the story of the will and its 
disposition in court, has commenced a suit, with 
others, to recover. Should the suit be decided against 
Gov. ALLEN, it will leave him s poor man, The estate 
involved embraces about 8,000 acres in Ross County, 
including a portion of the City of Chillicothe. 
SCHOOL EXPENDITURES. 

The very full statements made in Tue 

Trisunxe yesterday by President Ricupzrc 


and by Superintendent Picxarp, though con- 
tradictory, furnished information enough 
to satisfy the public that there is 
ample room and sufficient cause for a 
large reduction of the expenditures of 
the Board of Education. Like all other 
„Boards, the Board of Education has an 
idea that.the object of its organization is to 
expend the largest possible sum of money 
within the briefest possible space of time; 
but, as it can only expend what it can obtain 
from the Common Council, the first object 
is to get all it can from the Common 
Council. For this purpose it annually throws 
out a large net baited with all manner of 
choice rhetoric,—seeking about double as 
much as they expect to get. When the ap- 
propriation is obtained, then the Board of 
Education administers the fund. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Education are generally 
respectable men, but are nevertheless human, 
and some of them very weak. Like all other 
men charged with the duty of spending other 
people’s money, the tendency is to enlarge 
the salary-list. This tendency is the bane of 
American Governments. It rests on the 
theory that Governments are designed to 
give employment and wages to the greatest 
number of people, at the cost of the tax- 
payers. 

In 1875, the Board of Education succeeded 
in getting from the Common Council an ap- 
propriation of over $100,000 for school sites, 
and 316,000 for new school buildings, with 
$39,000 for furniture, etc. A tax was levied 
for this sum, but not a dollar of the tax has 
been collected ; the school-houses have not 
been built, but the appropriation is outstand- 
ing, and as fast as the tax is collected it will 
be used for something else ; and certificates 
bearing 7 or more per cent interest will be 
issued and sold on the streets, and the pro- 
ceeds will be applied to paying the salaries 
of the dead-beats and bummers on the pay- 
rolls of the city. 

Mr. Ricuserec, President of the Board of 
Education, says that the Board now wants 
for salaries $427,385 for September, October, 
November, December, 1876, and for January, 
February, and March, 1877. This is at the 
rate of $61,000 per school month! Mr. 
Robwxr WIIcn, another member, says that 
the Board asks for the same amount of money 
for salaries, but he and Ricusera differ 
wholly as to the time for which the money is 
needed. Mr. WiiIcn, however, referred to 
several instances where the money was use- 
lessly expended. He deberibes a class of 
teachers known as ‘‘ floaters,”—that is, extra 
teachers turned loose in the schools, having 
no special rooms in which to teach. The 
appointment of these teachers illustrates the 
facility with which places aremade. There is 
a rule — hy made is not explained—that 
forty-eight scholars and no more, in the 
grammar divisions, shall be assigned to each 
teacher ; if by any accident there may hap- 
pen to be more than an average of forty-eight 
to each teacher, an extra teacher is put 
in the building, though while she teaches 
some other teaching has to stop. So in the 
lower classes: if the prescribed average is 
exceeded, an extra teacher is appointed to 
work round, dividing the time with the other 
teachers. This is practically a tax-eating 
abuse,—a mere pretext to employ thirty-nine 
persons at a salary who are not needed. In 
the wisdom of the School Board music” is 
put down as a study; so is drawing,“ and 
so is German, —the language, not the 
dance. These are ‘‘specialties” for which 
special teachers are selected. The schools 
have a General Superintendent, as well as an 
Assistant Superintendent, who have general 
jurisdiction over all the schools. But that is 
not enough. The Board has a Superin- 
tendent” of drawing teachers, a Super- 
intendent” of German teachers, and a 
Superintendent of music teachers. The 
Board has not yet reached the point of hav- 
ing Superintendents of teachers engaged in 
teaching reading, writing, blackboard exer- 
cises, arithmetic, geography, and spelling, 
respectively. The Board has so far only got 
five Superintendents, when there was room 
for a dozen, although one was enough. Mr. 
Wetcn well says that these special Superin- 
tendents may be all abolished, as indeed may 
the instruction in German and drawing. 

With an empty Treasury, and the city’s 
revenues anticipated to the amount of five or 
six millions of dollars, with no additional 
revenue collectable for overa year, it does 
seem that the issue of illegal certificates to 
pay for superintending the teaching of Ger- 
man in the primary schools might be 
omitted. 

Such a thing as a reduction of salaries 


never enters into the administrative notions 
of a Board.” The Common Couiitil, know- 
ing the fact that it may be impossible to pay 
the police and other salaries of the city at 
all, positively refuses to reduce a salary or 
discharge an unnecessary officer. The Board 
of Education, blindly closing its eyes to the 
desperate financial condition of the city, will 
not reduce a salary, nor dismiss a Superin- 
tendent, nor reduce the number of super- 
numerary persons, nor retrench an item of 
wasteful expenditure. It is more than likely 
that if these members were expending their 
own money, and found themselves in the de- 
plorable financial condition in which the City 
Government now finds itself, they would 


have no difficulty in finding how to reduce 


expenditures very largely, in lopping off 
floaters and all the revenue-consuming dis- 
pensables pertaining to a large public service. 

Though there is a wide difference between 
the statements of Mr. Weicn and those of 
Mr. Ricnnzna and Mr. Pickarp upon the 
general proposition that the expenditures of 
the Board of Education cannot be reduced, 
there can be but one judgment among think- 
ing men. There is no money in the Treasury 
applicable to the support of the schools; 
there will not be any money there for six 
months which has not already been antici- 
pated; and the next levy for schools will not 
be collected for sixteen months hence. Under 
this showing of facts, notorious to the Board 
of Education, how long does that Board sup- 
pose the present rate of expenditure can be 
maintained? So long as each branch of the 
public service insists upon retaining its ac- 
customed rate of lavish expenditure, and the 
general aggregate is kept up to the highest 
point, then the city must of necessity fail. 


Hai there been à patriotic spirit show,

adverse condition of the city finances rw. 
duced their expenditures one-half, and had 
asked for three millions where they have how 
grabbed five millions, they would have done 
much to avert the calamity which now 
threatens to make it necessary to discharge 
every person in the city employ before this 
year ends,

MORE TOWNS HEARD FROM.

STEALING UNAVOIDABLE.

NOVEL USE OF BRICK IN BUILDING. a 

Mr. Reuwick, of New York, bas prepared the 
design for a block of office-buildings im Wash- 
ington, to be built entirely of brick. These are 
of Baltimore and Washington manufacture in 
different colors; and a novel use is made of the 
material by submitting it to the chisei in the 
working-out of the ornament. The window- 
lintela, belt-courses, and other prominent fea- 
tures, are cut precisely as if they were of free- 


| stone. The fine-grained brick, it is found, cuts 


to a good face; andthe work is more spirited 
and artistic than the tame molded work, where 
burnt clay is used otherwise than in the usual 
shape of brick. In the construction of fire- 
proof buildings, where it is desired to use brick 
to the exclusion of sandatone, granite, or other 
material, Mr. Renwick's idea of cut brick-work 
may give to the profession a thoroughly artistic

Oma, March 17.—Information on the sub- 
ject of Home Adoroment cannot fati of appre- 
ciation, and I trust what little [ have to write 
upon the sibject will be acceptable. Mention 
was made about neglected photographs in aa ar- 
ticle of last Sunday's Triscxg, aod a simple 
style of frame suggested. A photograph re- 
ceiver” is something pretty and useful, and is 
easier and cheaper to make than a number of 
frames. Purchase coarse perforated card-board, 
and cut out four pieces (one must be a trifle lar - 
ger than the other three), in the shape of a very 
broad V—this style: 


Also a square piece for the top. On the largest 
piece work a border on ail sides; on the three 
pieces make the same finishing on the sides and 
upper edge only, and on the square work only 
on the three sides. Fasten your receiver to- 
gether lightiy, the under edge lapping, and it 
will be completed. When you have finished it 
with bails or tassels, as your fancy may dictate, 
this will bea pretty ornament in your parlor 
when h up, and found very convenient, for 
it holds a large number of pictures, which can 
be removed aad replaced at pleasure. 
CUPID'S SCALES. 

For those who like to hang something attract- 
ive in the windows, there is a long list to choose 
from. —4 dozen varieties of ** air-casties,”’ bask- 
eta, doves, etc. These are in so many homes, 
however, that descriptions are unnecessary. 
But a little ornament called Cupid's Scales.“ is 
not so common, and is just cute enough to be 
described. On a mall piece of card-board 
form these words, ‘‘ The Secret Of,” and on an- 
other piece, similar in size. work. Modern 
Love.” Then fasten these two back to back. 
On a small square piece of the perforated board 
work a heart; and on another piece gine a coin, 
or anything that your faocy may suggest as typi- 
cal of riches, so that it will be vier than the 
heart. Fasten to each corner silken cords that 
will attach them to the main pieces. You can 
hang up the ecales by cord and tasseis. 

SPATTER WORK 

**Spatter work is also very pretty; and the 
pictures, when completed,—if neatly done,— 
represent good engravings. By following these 
directions you ean hardiy fail to succeed: Pro- 
cure a piece of Bristol-boara,—any size you may 
desire,—and pin on to it pressed leaves, sach as 
ivy or fern, in a wreath orin groups. Cut from 
stiff paper a mat, say 1 inch wide, and firmly 
pin it to the edge of your Bristol-board. Then 
cut from the same material as your mat letters 
to form some motto,—such as God Biess Our 
Home,” or No Cross, No Crown.” If you use 
the latter, cut outa cross and crown, arrange 
them in the centre of your r with a wreath 
of leaves, the words above. sure that these 
are ali pinned down firmly. Thea dissolve a 
small piece of India ink in water; hold 
an old sieve over your picture; dip a brush in 
the ink, and spatter through the sieve. Re- 
move the leaves and letters as you wish them 
shaded, leaving the mat on until all is com- 
pleted. By doing this of course you will have 
obtained a clear border around your pictare. 

FOR THE LIBRARY. 

Something useful for your library is a receiver 
for notes, etc. A sbeet of stiff drawing-paper 
will make two small ones. Cut them the shape 
of a sandal or watch-case. Pink the edges, 
and fasten the pockets on by boring a few holes 
and tying ribbons through. Decaicomanie pic- 
tures are only acent a piece, and by transferring 
two to each receiver it is nicely ornamented. 


A CURIOSITY. 

If you desire a httle curiosity on your flower- 
stand, take an old sponge, place in a glass vase 
or stand, and sprinkle on it a quantity of grass- 
seed.

HAIR RECEIVER.

Those 
ladies who purchase such articles may not know 
that they are simply made. Purchase halt a 
sheet of silver or gold card-board. Take an 
old yeast powder-can, cut off a piece of the 
card-board that will cover the sides of can. 
Work in worsted your initials; make a fiuting 
of inch-wide ribbon, the color of your worsted, 
for each side. Cover the top and bottom of the 
can with oiled silk. Then put on your card- 
board, ribbon, anda loop to hang it up. The 
hair-receiver is made from a square of the card- 
board. Work your initials on it to match the 
hair-pin cushion, line with silk or cambric, and 
sew two sides together, so as to form a cornuco- 
pia; put a fluiting of ribbon all 80 as to 
finieh it, and a ing loop. 

NAPKINS FOR CAKE BASKETS. 

Every lady who crochets of course can have 
mats and tidies innumerable; but few know how 
to take a spool of cotton and make a napkin for 
their cake-baskets, and yet it is just the most 
simple piece of fancy work imaginable. Take a 
square frame, say about 9 inches square, and 
nothed on the outside edge; the notches not to 
be made too deep, and no closer together than a 
quarter of an inch. If you cannot get this 
frame, one from a slate, notched of course. 
will answer the Take your spool of 
thread and wind over the frame ino the 
notches four times. After this is done on 
two sides, crosa and repeat on the other two, so 
that after your thread is wound on the frame it 
will look lke cane-work (I can think of no other 
way to express it). Then, with a long thread ih 
your needle, commence at one corner and tie the 

“cane-work” together. This must be repeated 
until the whole thing is firmly tied. Then. with 
a small sharp pair of scissors, cut the threads 
in their notches, which makes a fringe. This is 
simply made, yet I fear I have but poorly given 
the directions. If, however, the reader would 
lake this pretty napkin for her cake-basket, she 
has but to observe the work of a cane-seated 
chair to catch the idea of construction.

Only a Moderate Demand for Loans 
from Country and City 
Customers. 


The Produce Markets Generally Firmer 
--Provisions and Wheat 
Very Strong. 


An Advance in Barley---Other Grain 
Quiet. 


FINANCIAL. 


The counter transactions of the banks were not 
heavy for Saturday, and the demand for loans was 
moderate, and not sufficient to absorb the accumulat- 
ing means of the banks. The daliness of country trade, 
and the lightness of country shipments of produce to 
market, have been greater than usual this winter, on 
account of the soft weather. This has given the funds 
of the banks more employment than they would other- 
wise have had, There is still a demand from the 
country for funds to carry stuff, and paper is offered 
by country dealers im place of payment to city mer- 
chants, The surpius of loanable funds is not yet 
pressing, but the banks will begin to feel the accumu- 
lation of idle funds as soon as the country roads im- 
prove, and this the more since they will not have an 
outlet, as they had last epring, for nearly $2,000,0v0 in 
loans to the city. Good negotiable paper is in demand 
at the banks, and borrowers will be able to secure 
good terms for the next few months, Rates of dis 
count at the banks are 7@10 per cent, the former rate 
being accorded only to independent Lorrowers with 
the best of collateral 

On the street, rates are 7@18 per cent. There is an 
insufficient supply of good paper.

ENFORCING THE LIABILITY OF STOCKHOLDERS OF 
BROKEN CHICAGO BANKS. 

There is no more salutary provision in the National 
Bank law, or in those State bank charters that con- 
tain it, than those making stockholders liable for the 
debts of their banks to an amount equal to their stock, 
This is a provision too seldom regarded by Receivers, 
although it should be rigorously enforced for the ben- 
fit of depositors, None of the stockholders of any 
Chicago bank that has failed since the panic have been 
held to their liability beyond their stock, but we find 
on inquiry that measures are being taken in some cases 
to accomplish this. Mr. J. D. Harvey, Receiver of the 
Scandinavian National Bank, has received the follow- 
ing order from Comptroller Knox: 

to ali Whom it May Concern: This to certify that 
I have taken an of the condition of the es- 
tate of the Scandinavian National Bank, of Chicago,

now to enforce to the extent hereinafter mentioned the 
individual liability of the shareholders of said Asso- 
ciation provided for by the twelfth section of the act 
of Congress entitled “An Act to provide a National 
currency, approved June 3, 1864, and by Sec, 6,151 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, approved 
June 22, 1874, and to that end and in uance of the 
powers vested in me by the said acts, I have made and 
do hereby order and make an assessment, or requiei-

Of the stock of the Scandinavian National §131,000 
is held abroad; of that held in this country, only $25,- 
000 (out of $84,000) is held by parties of whom any- 
thing cam be collected. The Treasury Department 
hopes to compel the foreign stockholders to contribute 
their quota to make good to depositors the deficiency 
in the assets of the bank.

The Commercial Loan Company is held by the Re- 
ceiver under an olé-fashioned assignment, and the 
proceedings necessary to secure the depositors by 
assessment on the stockholders are different from 
those in the other cases. The assets have already

Receiver Burley, of the Cook County National, 
stated that proceedings against the stockholders of 
that institution will be begun as soon as the mount 
for which they are liable has been ascertained, and as 
soon as some legal questions involved are settled. One 
of these, of great importance, has just been decided 
by Jadge Woodruff, of the United States Cirouit 
Court of New York, contrary to all the decisions here- 
tofore rendered.

Another tenant 
went in, whose stock is entirely paid for, and 
who settles his rent when due, getting the place 
for $5 a month less than the bankrupted 
tenant, in consideration of the depreci- 
ated character of the property. Since 
the new tenant has been in, he has 
bad to contend with the bad character earned for 


the business by his predecessor, and the profit 


on all bis takings aggregates less than the 
amount required to pav coal, light, and w 

not to speak of rent. Yet-the landlord notfi 
him the rent must be increased on the Ist of 
of May to the old figure. Of course he refused 
to pay it, preferring to make a change than to 
submit to such an injustice, and tbe landlord has 
seen the wisdom of retaintug a g tenant, 
who pays his way, to taking chances forthe sake 
of $5 increase on the ledger folio.

In such an event, no 
one will be able to compisia of a lack of oppor- 
tunity to make a choice. It is true that a secret

What is to become of negro-minstrelsy? Its 
decline is 98 steady and certain as anything can 
be. In fact, itis almost gone already. The 
present performers at Hooley’s Theatre are not 
negro-minstrels. They belong to a better and 
higher order of performers. Glance at the pro- 
gramme for the current week and you will find 
it to contain several Irish songs, several bur- 
leaques, a banjo solo, and instrumental music. 
There is nothing in a this which tends to illas- 
trate the negro life or the peculiarities of the 
negro race; and the minstrels are not negro- 
minstreis at all. They are merely burlesque 
performers. The taste for specimens of negro 
melody and negro humor seems to have passed 
away with the abolition of slavery and the con- 
ferring of absolute political equality upon the 
once-despised race. The fancy Northern darkey, 
the lusty plantation darkey, the brokep-down 
and pathethic old darkey, the motherly darkey 
** aunt,” the sisterly vellow-gal, and the various 
other inventions of ribaid spirits on the 
stage, have disappeared in the impenetrable 
gloom of the past. The only real negro- 
minstrels nowadays are real negroes, such as 
the two troupes of G ia Minstrels, which 
have delighted Williaza Lloyd Garrison, Oliver 
Wendell "Holmes, Hemry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low, and other famous residents of Boston, who 
have the best means of knowing and appreci- 
ating the brightest sides of negro character. 
The California Mivstreis are not negro minstrels, 
and do nc't pretend to be. They are simply bur- 
lesque actors. Sometimes they appear with un- 
blacked fac es, and do no discredit to themselves 
in that light. They sing Irish, Dutch, and 
French song s indifferently. They imitate Jews, 
negroes, Ya xkees, hoodlums,—every peculiar 
type of charac ter. Their aim is to please the pub- 
he, and they fi ud it easier to do this by entering 
into thé tield of geweral buriesquethan by confin- 
ing themselves to the narrow range of ‘negrolife. 
How successful their efforts are may be judged 
from the fact that minstrels are the best paid 
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members of the dramatic profession. Their 
salaries are doubk and thrice those paid to the 
n embers of an or dinary stock company; and, 
winle they continue to give so good a perform- 
ance as the compan y at Hooley’s Theatre, they 
earn tbeir salariaan.

of. Inthe Government arguments there were 
no intimatious that the case was fraudulent, nor 
was there any intimation of this character in 
the dissenting opinion of Judge Drake. The 
Court sustained the claim in a strong de- 
cision, Judge Drake dissenting on the 
ground that no written contract was made at the 
time, and the further grounds that no order of 
the Commanding General had been issued which 
would authorize the purchase of supplies in the 
open market without advertisement. The Secre- 
tary had nothing whatever to do with any work 
in the Department pertaining to this claim, nor 
did be ever enter any of the Departments in 
connection with it. He simply argued the case 
before the Court of Claims, and bad nothing to 
do with any other feature of it, and for this he 
received 
A FEE or 10 PER CENT, 
the usual fee in this city for services of this 
character. He had nothing to do with any of 
the papers connected with the final settlement 
of the case, nor with the papers pertainivg to 
this demand, and bis name does not appear 
upon any of them. 
REPRESENTATIVE BLACKBURN, 
of Kentucky, states that he is thoroughly 
familiar with the character of the gentlemen 
who made this claim, and that there is 
no doubt whatever that the claim was 
a perfectly just and righteous one. He further- 
more says that this is the only case, so far as he 
knows, in which Mr. Bristow ever appeared in 
the Court of Claims, and he indorses the state- 
ment that Mr. Bristow notified the claimants in 
the case that he would do nothing to help the 
claim through the Departments.

Mr. Oarpenter—To that I object. 

Senator Morton, after argument, said the Com- 
mittee would allow the questien to be asked. 

Question of Mr. Morgan —After the election of 
Spencer, did you ask him for a Marshalship or 
any other office ? 

Answer—Yes. Mr. Spencer wrote me that I 
should have it. 1 have a letter from him stating 
that I should have the Marshalship. [Witness 
produced the letters.] They were received by 
me a year after his election. I have tried to 
forget all about this matter, and I am here 
against my will. It is very unpleasant for me to 

ve this testimony, and although I wag not or- 

ered to bring the letters here, I have brought 
them for the purpose of sustaining my 
testimony and character, as I understood 
that an attempt would be made to 
break them down. One of the letters 
from Spencer, dated Nov. 24, no year, saying: 
‘*Healey’s time soon expires, and you shall 
have the place,” and that the office would be 
worth $5,000 a year. The letter adds that in 
case the United States Government has a war 
with Spain, Alabama will come in for a good 
share of patronage. as he (Spencer) is on the 
Military Committee of the Senate, and can thus 
get many offices, telling Barber that he could 
got him a good place in the army if he wanted 
one. 

Senator Morton said for the present this letter 
would also lie on the table temporarily, 

Mr. Carpenter objected to the letter going in 
at all.

’ The witness was then asked what he knew 
about anybodv’s offering a Mr. Mansell af in- 
ducement to leave the Capitol Legislature, so as 
to break the quorum. The question was objected 
to, and a long discussion ensued as to whether 
it is competent in this investigation to inquire 
into the organization or non-organization of the 
State-House Legislature, which did not elect 
Spencer. 

The Committee closed their doors for consul- 
tation, and finally, by a strict party vote, decided 
that it would not be competent. When the de- 
cision was announced, Gen. Morgan, counsel for 
the memorialists, insisted that a great wrong 
had been done in ruling out this branch of his 
case, and he asked that the whole matter be re- 
mitted to the Senate for its opinion on the ques- 
tion involved. 

The Committee then adjourned.

AN AMERICAN PLAY IN PARIS. 
A Paris letter in the London Daily News of 


Feb. A says : An important play was performed 


written by M. Albert Delpit, an author fast ris- 
‘ing into a celebrity as high as that of Augier or 
Dumas, but of a purer and more enviable kind. 
M. Delpit resided in the United States as an 
American citizen almost till the outbreak of the 
late War, when he became a naturalized French 
eubject, and conducted himself with such ex- 


day, and he won the red ribbon of French knight- 
hood at an age when other boys are generally 
cramming for competitive examinations. At the 
ame time he gained that rare and universally- 
recognized distinction in letters which is no- 
wherego difficult of attainment asin France. M. 

first made his mark among the bright 
company of wits who contributed to the Mous- 


sse 
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other; and although the sympathies of M. 
Deipit are apparently with the Southern hero, 
ample justice is done to his illustrious 
rival. Tere is one tableau of Liucoln's 
reception-room at the White House which 
is quite beyond praise; and it is enlivened 
by a specimen of the shrewd and homely talk of 
the Nortbern statesman, which shows that M. 
Delpit bas an intimate knowledge of the springs 
of action which moved his mind, and of the 
quaint and kindly modes of expression pecuiiar 
to bim. The stern religious epthusiasm, the 
Puritavical austerity and vehement feelings of 
men like Stonewall Jackson are also eloqueutiy, 
and even grandly rendered ; while many of the 
well-known dramatic incidents of the War have 
been reproduced with extremely picturesque 
effects. The audience witness the cruel death of 
the great Southern leader, killed through a mis- 
take of his own troops ; they are shown the ad- 
venturous attempts of Thomas and Fitzpatrick to 
kidnap Lincoln and take bim down South with a 
wild impossible hope to end the War that wav. 
Thev see the gallant figure of Gen. Stuart in 
bis fantastic costume and scarlet cloak, followed 
by the legendary negro ou a white horse, and 
the whole local coloring of tbe military spectacle 
is accurately preserved. Several of the scenes 
are astonishingly realistic, and a tableau repre- 
senting the Southern army under canvas is 
elaborately correct in every detail Finally the 
lay reveals the lawlessness and rapine which 
inevitably resulted from the confusion of 
the times, and depicts some painful and 
sorrowful events in social life which 
may bave well been personally known to 
the author. He has not even shrunk from de- 
lineating the mental characteristics of his per- 
sonages, many of whom were among the familiar 
friends of bis audience: he reproduces the gro- 
ue songs and dances of the negro, and shows 

the affectionate and protecting contempt with 
which the Southern chivalry looked upon their 
human cattle. When it can besaid that M. 
Delpit has done all this; that he has been able 
to handle a recent episode of history which stil! 
arouses many fierce pasgions without shocking 
the susceptibilities of the partisans of either 
North or South, it must be admitted that he has 
satisfactorily performed a very bazardous ex- 
periment, and one which has never before re- 
sulted m a theatrical success. The gem of the 
piece is that in which the supreme 
agopy of Jackson is portrayed after 
he bas received his death-wound; aud 
the ‘language put into the lips of 
the saintly soldier as he takes leave of life, and 
and foresees the downfall of his cause, is sub- 
lime in its vigor and eloquence. The house was 
crowded with Americans, and it is no small 
praise to M. Delpit that not an expression of 
dissent or disapprobation was heard among 
them. The part of Abraham Lincoln was ad- 
mirably played by Latouche; that of Lady Bar- 
ton, an lish peeress, by Mme.

BARON HAUSSMANN. 

Lucy H. Hooper, in Appletons Journal writes 
from Paris as follows: The candidature of 
Baron Haussman for the Assembly has led to 
the publication of a very interesting list of the 
works undertaken and finished in the City of 


Paris under his supervision during the Empire. 


Thirteen new boulevards were laid out and com- 
pleted, including the splendid Boulevards Males- 
herbes and Haussmann, and those great busi- 
ness thoroughfares, the Boulevards Strasbourg 
and Sebastopol. As many grand avenues 
were projected and completed, and among 
them the Avenues de IImperatrioe, de ia 
Hortense, de Josephine, and all the 
fan-shaped line of avenues that stretch away 
from the Arc de Tnomphe, thus creating for 
residents one of the most elegant, accessible, 
and healthful quarters of Paris. The Champs- 
Elysees were widened, beautified, and more 
thickly pianted. ‘The Bois de Boulogne was en- 
larzed and adorned with buildings, lakes, cas- 
cades, artificial islets, ete.

In seventeen years 
over 40,000 trees were planted along the city 
sidewalks. Ten new churches (twoof them 
Protestant) were built, and two new synagogues, 
besides which many other places of worship were 
repaired and redecorated. Five new theatres 
were including the Lyrique, the 
Chatelet, and the Vaudeville, and the new 
Opera-House was begun. The magni@tent 
Halles Zentrales and other grand buildings of 
the same nature were built, Such isa brief 
sketch of some part only of the great works 
set on foot by Baron Haussmann, which 
have absolutely recreated Paris, making her in- 
comparably the most beautiful city in the world.

Old remdents of 
Paris tell me that before the opening of the 
Boulevard Malesherbes, for instance, that 
part of the city which lay beyond the 
Madeleine was like another world.

=! HE QUEEN AT THE EAST END OF LONDON. 

A dispatch from London, March 11, to the 
New York Herald says : The Queen's visit tothe 
East End of London, to open the new wing of 
the London Hospital, was the event of the week. 
The most remarkable thing about this progress 
through Whitechapel was the development of 

an intense loyalty among the great unwashed 
2 thousands in the purlieus of 
that malodorous locality in every degree ot pov- 
erty, squalor, and wretchedness. 

Royalty is a rare sight there, and as an open 
air attraction costing nothing the progress was 
sure to draw. There was apparentiy some doubt

hended on that head. Immense crowds drawn 
from the choice localities of old Ratcliffe High- 
way. Limehouse, and Poplar on the right hand 
of the royal route,and from the wide districts of 
Hackney, Bethnal Green, and Spitalfields on the 
left hand, poured in upon Whitechapel. 

From early in the day anxious throngs, among 
whom the fair sex was represented, lined the 
sidewalks. As the time for the passing of the 
Royal cavaicade drew near, the masses of peo- 


ple pouring in upon the route became denser . 


and denser. Cavalry and policemen kept the 
crewds back so as to leave a clear space for the 
carriages and escort to pass. As the crowds 
from the outlying districts, composed of decent

' The cheering from the masses on the street 
and the waving of handkerchiefs from the 
windows of the main thoroughfare were con- 
tinuous; but at the cross streets, as the caval- 
cade passed, the hoarse whirlwind of hurrahs 
was followed by shouts, curses, and groans of 
pain as the pressure from behind became more 
intense and the people in the main street turned 
home again.

SIMPSON OF BUSSORA. 


Ihave a profound distrust of all travelers. 
Not because they are prone to tell me untruths 
about their experiences, for that has ina great 
measure become a dangerous experiment: wher- 
ever they may have been, other people have now 
also been, and it is easy, if I may use a profes- 
sional expression, to “correct their proofs ;”

It is his duty as a oiti- 
zen. When a boy runs away from school, it is, of 
course, the correct thing to call him intrepid.“ 
„ gallaot,”’ ** high-spirited,” and independ- 
ent; but that sort of boy is in reality not 
generally speaking—a good boy. It may bevery 
true that a nation owes its nautical supremacy to 
this description of youth ; but be don’t run away 
to sea from that distant and patriotic motive; 
he goes to sea because he doesn’t like what is 
good for him on land ; and almost immediately, 
though that is beside the question, finds he has 
made a great mistake. Similarly, a man does 
not go to Tartary or Kamtchatka to improve his 
mind: if he ventures to tell me that (supposing 
he was not a very tall man, and had no reason to 
suppose he had a yataghan or any other out- 
landish weapon concealed about his person), I 
should laugh in his face. No; he flies to such 
obscure regions because the restraints of civ- 
ilization are abhorrent to his uodisciplined 
mind, and he tas some morbid taste; say, 
for human flesh—uncooked.

THE THIRD WARD. 
AN EXPRESSION ON THE COLLECTORSHIP. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting of the Third 
(old Fourth) Ward Republican Ciub was held 
last evening at its rooms, No. 960 Wabash 
avenue, Mr. C. M. Culbertson in the chair. The 
existing officers of the Club were unauimously 
re-elected, their several terms of oflice having 
expired. 

Mr. E. G. Keith then offered the following

THE CANDIDATES. 
CITY OFFICES. 

C andidates for city offices other than Alder- 
men are rather slow in showing up this year. 
Election-day is but some five weeks hence, and 
yet instead of 4 hundred candidates there are 
scarcely a baker's dozen. The reason for this 
acarcity of office-hunters is not hard to find. 
The City Government and finances have come to 
such a pass that retrenchment is a necessity, 
thereby leaving no chance for the accumulation 
of wealth inite Treasury. Again the new city 
charter ‘is to this city like an unknown road 
to a traveler,—he knows neither its condition 
nor whether it may not end in mire from 
which extrication would be impossibie. Under 
these circumstances, men of small calibre, such 
as professional office-seekers are usually, are 
rather dubious as to whether it would be well to 

run this spring. 

Another reason for the paucity of candidates 
for city offices, and perhaps the beat of all, is 
that under the néw charter the chief offices, City 
Attorney, Treasurer, Collector, and Clerk, are 
elected but for a single year, instead of for a 
term of two years, as uoder the old charter.

SOME LITTLE TRANSACTIONS OF HIS IN INDIANAPO- 
Lis WATER-WORKS BONDS. 
Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette, 

INDIANAPOLIS, March14.— . . I eucceed- 
ed in finding Gen. McGinnis,—who is esteemed 
a mar of truth and veracity, and is very general- 
ly respected by the citizens of Indianapolis, — 
and explained to him that in writing of Mr. 
Hendricks I had remarked that he was honest, 
on account of which several Democrats and Re-

But it 8 to another transaction 
that I referred when I remarked that I did not 
regard him an honest nau.“ 

„What is that?” ISked quickly, desiring to 
keep the old gentiemar ma talkative mood. It 
grew out of the sale o/ 5100, 000 worth of Water- 
Works bonds. The fads are these: In the fall 
of 1870 Harmon Woodnff and Judge Selden, of 
New York, came here br the purpose of organ- 
izwg a Water-Works Company. They owned 
the Central Canal, and put it in at $500,000, 
which represented the satire stock of the Com- 
pany. To inspire confilence and secure a ready 
sale for their bonds, thy sought the co-opera- 
tion of several prominat citizens of Indianapo- 
hs. Gov. Hendricks, Villiam Henderson, De- 
lores Root, William Baden, James O. Wood- 
ruff, aud two or three thers whose names I do 
not now recall, ralliedto their assistance, and 
among them they diided $250,000 .worth of 
stock.” 

Correspon dent—** Dil they give them this 
stock outright?” 

Gen. McG.—* Yes, give it to them, and they 
were made Directors f the Company. Gov, 
Hendricks got $35,00048 his part—700 shares at 
#50 per share. It did't cost bim a fartbing. 
Bat as I was saying, the Company was organ- 
ized. and, to raise money to build the works, 
bonds were issued. bmed upon the canal, which 
representsd all the dock; $200,000 worth of 
these bonds were issud at first, and subseauent- 
ly $150,000 more. Whether or not all of the 
last issue were disposd of Iam not informed; 
but it is in connetion with the sale of 
$100,000 of them that Gov. Hendricks’ 
honesty is shown ip to wood advantage. 
These bonds (one hudted $1,000 8 per cent 
gold-bearing bonds) wire ordered by a majority 
of the Directors to be sold to the Indianapolis 
Insurance Company Bak, of this city, at 974 
cents on the dollar. Tie President of the bank, 
Mr. William Henderson and Gov. Hendricks, as 
Directors, both voted fe the sale. Bat before 
the bank would purchas, it demanded persona) 
security that the interet on the bonds would be 
paid. Mr. Hendricks d four other Directors 
became security, and then, as a majority of the 
Board, voted themselvs #10,000 ($2,000 each) 
for thus becoming secuity.“ 

Cor. In other word. Mr. Hendricks and the 
four other Directors forned ‘aring’ and voted 
themselves $10,000 fo: securing their own 
bonds? ” 

Gen. McG.—“ Certaily. Thev constituted a 
majority of the Board o! Directors, and manipu- 
lated things to suit tomselves. Bat the vil- 
laiuy is yet to come. After the bonds were 
secured and sold to theoavk at 97)< ceats, they 
were repurchased by th Directors at par, and 
resold to themselves at 9 cents on the dollar, the 
Directors allowing themelves $2,000 commission 
for their trouble in sding the bonds to em- 
gel ves. 

Cor. Do you mean 6 say that after selling 
these bonds to the bank or 9/*< cents, and then 
repurchasing them at pr, that after this the 
‘Ring Directors,’ as you all them, bought them 
up for their own propertyys 70 cents ?” 

Gen. McG.—‘'I mean t say just that. Hen- 
dricks got $25,000 of the 100, 0% worth, paying 
$17,500 for them, and tha took 3100 as his part 
of the $2,000 eommissionfor making the sale.” 

Cor.—‘‘In other word; then, these Directors 
used their positious as Diectors to enrich them- 
selves and impoverish tb stockholders whom 
they represented? 

Gen. McG.—"' Just tha and nothing less.“ 

Cor.—** Were no objetions made on the part 
of the stockholders who ‘ere not in the ring?” 

Gen. McG.—** Very gret objections—so great. 
in fact, that it was agreecthat the matter of re- 
purchasing the bonds shuid be postponed until 
the next regular monthlymeeting of the Board. 
But, in the meantime, a prtion of the opponents 
of the scheme being abent from the city (not 
suspecting that any uofar advantage would be 
taken)‘ ‘the ring got together and ordered the 
repurchase of the bonck.“ 

Cor.—‘' Did Gov. Heicricks and his oo-con- 
spirators retura the Sho which they voted 
themselves for. securingthe payment of the m- 
terest 7” 

Gen. McG.—" Not a sigle cent of it. On the 
contrary, they took 52,00 more ($400 each), as 
their commission for selng the bonds to them- 
sel ves. 

Cor.—“ After Mr. Henerson’s bank had pur- 
chased the bonds at 97}¢:ents, payment of the 
interest being secured, wir did it resell them to 
the Company ?” 

Gen. McG.—* The sale b the bank was made 
for the purpose of giviug the ring,’ of which 
Gov. Hendricks was a leadhg ‘spirit, an oppor- 
tunity of swindling the stokholders out of the 
610,000. Having secured te money, then the 
sale back to the Company ws made for the pur- 
pose of giving the Director an opportunity of 
buying in the bonds at 70 ente on the dollar. 
This transaction resulted ira loss to the stock- 
holders of $37,500.” 

Cor.—* Would the bonds ave sold for more 
than 70 cents in open marke?” 

Gen. MeG.— Of course hey would. They 
were worth par, being doub!! secured, and bear- 
iug 8 per cent interest, payale in goid.” 

Cor.— How much did Gw. Hendricks make 
out 5 the transaction, acording to your fig- 
ures 2) 

Gen. McG.—“ Well, in th first place, he got 
$35,000 worth of stock for thing; then $2,600 
for securing the paymentof interest on the 
bonds, which he afterwarch bought himself; 
then $400 for his share of he commission paid 
to the Ring Directors’ forselling the bonds to 
themselves; then, of the $100,000 worth of 
bonds, he got $25,000 for 87,500, making 10 ail

Election-day passed quietly, and the vote was 
counted. Tle law of this State provides that 
he canvassly the judges shall be public.

| prietors and occupants of the building in which 
the polls were. After the tickets were all count- 
ed, the front doors were opened, and several 
who had waited outside were admitted. The 
result was announced to tnem. Demling had 
52 majority and Houseworth 57. They imme- 
diately said — wes wrong about the 
vote for Aldermen. e capvass showed that 
317 men had voted, and that only 223 of them 
had voted for Aldermen. Fraud of some kind 
parent. The official canvass was made 
following, and one of the judges 
Ward polls applied to the City 
Clerk and Mayor to recount the tickets in order 
to set at rest the talk that was going 
ou about fraud. This was done, and during 
the progress of the count well known citizens 
came in aud asked to look at their tickets, iden- 
tifying them, and it was discovered in many in- 
stances that the names of Aldermen had been 
erased with light penci) marks, differing from 
any other marks upon the ticket, or bad been 
torn off. Tickets thus mutilated were invaria- 
bly Smith and 1 tickets, and there were 
seventy-five of them. On last Saturday Adam 
Groeltz, one of the judges at that poll, was ar- 
rested charged with changing the tickets. It 
was in evidence on the examination that Groeltz 
sat at the window during the day and received 
the tickets and put them ia the box; that he sat 
at the box during the count, took the tickets out, 
and handed them to another judge to read ; that 
no one in the room was in @ position to look af- 
ter him conveniently if they had thought neces- 
sary to do so; that these peculiar marks on the 
tickets commenced to appear about an hour at- 
ter the counting commenced ; that they were ob- 
served after some time, and commented on, and 
that after remaris beeo made about them 
they ceased to appear ; that Groeltz took a broom 
after they got through, and swept up around the 
table. e was held to bail in the sum of 
$500, and gave bond to appear at the May term 
of the District Court. The penalty for the of- 
fense is a fine not exceeding $1,000 and impris- 
onment in the County Jail not exceeding one 
year. The theory of the prosecution is, that 
Groeltz had a short pencil hidden in his hand, 
and marked the tickets on his knee or in his 
hand. It is now said that the same thing was 
done last year in that ward, and that Groeltz 
was judge of election then, and unfolded the 
tickets, as he did this year. What the hidden 
motive for such an act could have been only 
faintly appears. It does seem now that since 
election Groeltz has been working to secure the 
appointment from the new Council as Street 
Commmissioder. There will be a new election 
ordered for Aldermea in the Sixth Ward.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
BEVERIDGE’S ORIGINAL IDEA. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Trioune: 

Cuicaco, March 19.—A correspondent, under 
the name Reform,“ in your issue of the 17th 
inst., stated that Gov. Beveridge never evolved 
an original idea since he has held public office. 
I propose to show that your correspondent is 
mistaken in his man; that Beveridge showed 
himself once to have had a decidedly original 
and peculiar idea of his own in regard to the 
classifying of the railroads in the State. 

This original idea was brought into life in 
1871, while Gov. Beveridge was a wember of the 
Senate in the Twenty-seventh General Assem- 
bly. A bill was pending organizing the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission, It seemed 
necessary to make a claseification of the rail- 
roads iu the State, and amendments innnumera- 
ble, looking to that object, were proposed to the 
original bill, but none of them were adopted, 
and this feature was left out of the genea! law. 

Among these amendments was one proposed 
by Senator Beveridge, which for brilliancy of 
iden (aud, I might say, genuine avsurdi- 
ty), has never been excellea in 
auy State. He moved and advocated in the 
Senate, and lobbyid for an amendment, to the 
effect that the railroads be classified, by divid- 
ing the State into three districts, with arbi- 
trary boundaries, and thus making three classes, 
consisting of the railroads in each Grand Divis- 
ion of our Supreme Court, and to be koown as 
the Northern, Central, and Southern. The 
Northern Class was to have been allowed by 
the Commiesioners the lowest, the Central the 
medium, and the Southern Division the highest 
maxim im rate of charges. 

How commonplace this idea was may be 
shown bo the fact that the first class took in the 
large and wes thy railroads entering Chicago, 
including the Chicago & Northwestern, Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacitic, and others equally strong. The genu- 
ine brilliancy of the idea was shown by two 
facts: First, that it put the Northern and South- 
ero roads, hike the Illinois Central aud the Chi- 
cago & Alton, into three classes; and second, 
that it included such roads as the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi, the Vandalia line, and others as the 
lowest. 

It might be sufficient to acd that, if the Leg- 
isiature had adopted this amendment, its author 
could hardly have ridden to Congress on its 
merits.

Exactly what took place between 
himself and Judge Bangs has not been revealed, 
but enough is known to say that is was repre- 
sented that Pahlman had better give way, and 
from the expression of Rush’s face when he 
came out it was evideut that he was romarkably 
well satisfied with the result of the interview. 
He and Pahlman both refused any information 
on the subject, and Judge Bangs, when inter- 
rogated, thought it improper for him to state the 
result of the conference. 

So the matter stands to-day, and it only re- 
mains to sce whether or not Mr. Pahiman will 
accept the offer of the Government, or insist on 
bis trial, and therein open up the whole busi- 
ness. 2 

THE SQUEALERS. 
UNEASINESS IN THE RANKS. 

The publication of the interview with Judge 
Blodgett, in which he defines the position of the 
equalers, created intense excitement among that 
fraternity yesterday. Early in the morning they 
collected in the hallway outside the District At- 
torney’s office, pow and then charging in squads 
upon Judge Bangs, anxious to learo bis views. 
For a month or two a kind of peacefulness, a quiet 
calm, has rested upon the ranks of the squeal- 
ers. They one and all have implicitly believed 
that @ paternal and beneficent Government 
would care for and protect them, and they have 
discarded all trouble and abandoned all anxiety, 
resting securely in the promises that their 
treachery would avail them well, and win for 
them a perfect peace and good will from the 


powers that be. 

But the decision of Judge Blodgett, as pub- 
lished in Tue Tarnexx, carried consterpation to 
the band, and they tore through the streets and 
into Judge Bangs office, pleadihg for informa- 
tion and demanding of him whether he would 
permit such a gross infraction of their rights as 
was threatened by Judge Blodgett. 

Now, Judge Bangs is ono of the coolest, best- 
tempered, and withal ove of the best-hearted 
functionaries, that has ever graced the Federal 
building, but even Judge Bangs was anvoyed 
and perplexed at the stand taken by Judge 
Bloagett. He knew that the principles of law 
laid down by Judge Blodgett were sound, but he 
had never supposed that these principles would 
be applied in these particular cases, and he had 
honestly and confidently believed that any agree- 
ment of immunity that he might make would 
be respected by the Court. He had been au- 
thorized by the authorities at Washington to 
make such terms as his judgment might sug- 
gest, and he bad stated that any agreement he 
made would be indorsed by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, but be had not calculated that the Jadiciary 
would refuse to recognize the contracts, and, 
when Judge Blodgett’s pusition was published in 
Tue TriIsuNe, Judge — was puzzled. 

All day long the noble army of squealers 
plowed through the dirt of Arcade court, and up 
to the dark and dreary quarters assigned to the 
District Attorney. Judge Bangs received them 
with a smiling face, and assured them 

IT WAS ALL RIGHT, 
but be carefully abstained from overruling 
Judge Blodgett’s decisiou, and, in fact, afforded 
only partial comfort to his visitors. At length 
the pressure upon his time was 6o great that the 
good-humored Judge was compelled to lock the 
outer door of his castle, and leave the anxious 
applicants for comfort to discuss the matter in 
the hallway, and derive such consolation as they 

uld from each other. | 
“To those who had avoided the Grand Jury 
room the news was more than welcome. On 
‘Change it was the sole topic of conversation, and 
the non-equealing community jeered and scoffed 
their squealing brethren, and laughed them to 
scorn, and piled upon them mountains of con- 
tempt. The squealers were dazed, and offered 
nothing in their behalf. The statement of 
Judge Blodgett was so clear, so concise, that it 
robbed the squealers of every hope, and left 
them wallowing in a slough from which they 
hope for no extrication. 

7 ie Tivoli it was talked over whenever two 
whisky men got together, and the lunch parties 
discussed it between spoons full of soup, until 
the soup lost it savor, and was good for naught 
except to be cast out and trodden under the foot 
of men. Why Judge Blodgett should have de- 
fined his position at such a time, after all the 
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stood staring them in the 
set to work — the whisky man's invariable 
refuge—combinations. 
But of all the smitten people, perhaps 
JAKE REHM 

was hurt nearerto deatu than any other. In 
order to save his precious money, Jake bad 
voluntarily yielded his claim to the respect of 
even the worst of bis followers. He had re- 
signed the power he held, all his litical influ- 
ence, even the thin semblance of bonor he may 


once have had, and all the ambitions he — 


„K for reputation; had literally 
himself for money already in his possession 
and had conse to lie down in the gutter for 
the rest of his life, an object of contempt to the 
dogs, and an object to excite but littie wonder 
in the hogs. Jake had done all this that he 
might be allowed to keep the money he had 
stolen, and which no one could take from him 
without tearing ont his heart. And when he 
saw that his treachery, his wholesale slaughter 
of men whom he scarcely knew aud who had 
never heard any good of him, were of no avail, 
and that his idolized money is to be wrenched 
from him im spite of his new course, he yelled 
with anguish, and was balf-crazed with fright, 
and for some relief from the fearful 
doom he had invoked upon himself. Rehm to- 
day is an object of pity. Menswho were afraid 
of him paw kick him, for be sold them deliber- 
ately, only to find now that the mouey he ex- 
pected from the sale is to be snatched from him. 
Late iv the afternoon Judge Blodgett calied 
upon Judge Bangs, and the two gentiemen were 
closeted for an hour. Judge Blodgett stated, 
and Judge Bangs admitted, that Tun Trisune 
had laid down the law ae its exists, but Judge 
Blodgett plainly stated that the same law applied 
to the present cases that applied to any other, 
its course. How Judge 


Bangs will succeed in satisfying the squealers 
remains to be seen, but the gentleman from 
Lacon is fertile in resources, and a scholar in 
human nature. 

In order that Judge Blodgett’s position may 
be thoroughly understood, Tun Taisune gives 
the effect of the interview. The law, as laid 
down by the Judge, is, that a witness who turns 
State's evidence must testify before the Petit 
Jury before he can hope for any immunity, or 
even leniency. He may furnish evidence before 
the Grand Jury to indict every one of. 
38,000,000 of people in the United States, but he 
is no better off than the rest if they all plead 
guilty and he is devrived of the opportunity of 
going before the petit jury and testifying to 
something from which the Government derives 
advantage. It might be.wrong to assert that 
the officials have plaved the squealers to such 
an extent that the latter have overshot them- 
selves, and have been of such value before the 
Grand Jury as to render trials unnecessary, but 
the squealing gang will find that uniess a trial 
should take piace, in which every squealer can 
take an important hand, chere will be lamenta- 
tion in the land when the indicted army is 
brought up for sentence. 


THE GRAND JURY. 
NOTHING DONE. 

‘The Grand Jury wére in session all day long. 
dut beyond their deliberations did nothing of 
any importance. There were two or three wit- 
nesses called up in small cases, and a couple of 
Gaugers were examined, but nothing of any mo- 
ment was accomplished. The members are still 
wrangling over Rohm. A majority are against 
bim and against receiving his testimony, and the 
matter may not be settled for a day or two. 

BLOOD IN HIS EYE, 

Mr. Lyman, foreman of the United States 
Grand Jury, approached a Taisune reporter 
yesterday in a threatening manner, and admon- 
ished him that he must be remarkably cautious 
in bis reports in the future. The reporter asked 
him what be meant, and Lyman replied that 
Tux TRiIsune and its representatives could not 
be too cautious as to their reports and publica- 
tions, aud he urged circumspection in both. 

Notwithstanding the threatening attitude of the 
foreman, the reporter demanded some informa- 
tion as to what was wrong, and finally discov- 
ered that the report of the proceedings in the 
Grand Jury room had excited the bold Lyman, 
who seems to be unduly impressed with the dig- 
nity and importance of his position. Upon 
learoing the cause of tue geutleman's wrath, the 
reporter informed him that he was respon- 
sible for the artiele in question, and that 
it was true; told him that it was notorious that 
there bad been quarrels and disagreements in 
the jury-voom, and that it was a ciearly-estab- 
lished fact tha: the jury had refused to indict 
men on Jake Rehm's uncorroborated evidence. 
Mr. Lyman marched off with fierce eyes and 
frowning forehead. 

Later in the day the reporter met other mem- 
bers of the Grand Jury, and told them of the 
circumstance. They prompily repudiated Lyman 
for his conduct, and said they wanted it under- 
stood that he acted as he did as Lyman, and not 
as foreman of the jury.

IN CENERAL. 
GEORGE H. MUELLER. 

One of the visitors to the Distrist-Attorney’s 
office yesterday was George II. Mueller, who haz 
been serving the Government and Mammon in 
the capacity of Gauger at various distilleries 
At least the last Grand Jury formed the opinion 
when they indicted him that be had been, doing 
that which he ought not to have done, and wink- 
iog at things when he ought to have bad both 
eyes wide open, and reported his discoveries to 


the proper authorities. For some rea- 
son or otber Mueller's trial has not taken 
place. Possibly the delay is owing 


to the generally slack manner in which the Gov- 
ernment are just now being managed in this 
district, and possibly to the fact that Mueller is 
quite crippled with the rheumatism. and perbaps 
unable to stand the fatigue of a trial. At any 
rate bis case is still on the docket, undisposed 
of. Mueller long ago conceived the idea of 
squealing on somebody. Who it is nobody 
knows outside of himself and his few confidants. 
Whoever it was on whom Mueller wanted to 
squeal, he was prevented from time to time 
from exercising that prerogative of all people 
who get in trouble nowadays by the crafty rep- 
resentations of Jake Rehm. Mueller wag as- 
sured that he need feel no anxiety, that there 
was no harm in waiting, and that perhaps his 
testimony was unvecessary. It is even binted 
that Jake was not over-anxious to have Mueller 
testify, as what he would say would make it 
hot for Jake and some of his friends. At all 
events, Mueller has held aloof from the pros- 
pect of getting before the Grand Jury uu- 
til very recently. esterday afternoon he 
made his first visit to the District Attorney, 
and on the authority of the squealer’s badge. 
which he presented, was readily accorded a long 
audience with closed and locked doors. There 
was time enough consumed to enable the ex- 
Gauger to go over the history of the children of 
Israel or the Wars of the Roses, but as Mueller 
probably never heard of these matters, he 
confined himself to his knowledge of more 


practical questions, aud dilated upon the 
subject of crooked gauging, India-rubber 
packages, and other matters of more re- 


cent origin. The rheumatism in the 
knees was forgotten as he became involved in 
his interesting revelations, But they bad to end 
at last, as all transient joys do, and Mueller 
took up his knotted stick, and, having made his 


airangements to go before the Grand Jury, left | 


the inner sanctuary, and was afterwards seen 
about the second-story corridor, his robust form 
reclining against the much-worn railing. To 
the reporters he was mum, and after lingering 
about the place fora short time he descended 
the stairs, and was lost to sight. It is supposed 
that he will have revelations to make before the 
Grand Jury this week. It is known that a pew 
lead has been struck, and Mueller may be,the 
man who proposes to work it. 
OTTO HARTUNG, 

It now appears that one of the batch of re- 
cently indicted people, whose names have been 
so strenuously kept from the public by the 
zealous Government oflicers, is Otto Hartung, a 
Gauger, against whom there are said to be 
various and grave charges of crookedness. Hart- 
ung was to have given bonds yesterday, but his 
sureties probably slipped up on him, for he did 
not present himself before Judge Blodgett took 
his departure from the Custom-House. 

PETER DUCA, 
of No. 89834 State street, was arrested yesterday 
and brought before the United States Commis- 
sioner, charged with not destroying stamps on 
liquor barrels and tobacco pails. An examina- 
tion disclosed the fact that the offense was 
probably one of an entirely technical nature. 
Nevertheless, the defendant was released by 
giving his own recognizance in the sum of 6500, 
and the case will come up Tuesday. 
RUDOLPH ‘VOCKE, 

a Gauger indicted by the October Grand Jury, 
was surrendered by his bondsman yesterday. 
It was intended to furnish a new surety vester- 
dav, but none was presented, aud the matter 
will probably receive early attention to-morrow.

MEETING OF THE COUNCIL COMMITTEE. 

The Special Council Committee on Gas ap- 
pointed to consult and devise means by which 
the cost of gas used by the city might be dimin- 
ished, met yesterday afternoon in the City 
Clerk’s office. There were present Ald. Quirk 
(in the chair), Waterman, and Case; Hildreth 


and Clark being absent. 

Ald. Quirk stated the object for which the 
Committee was appointed. To this end he sup- 
posed that a delegation had better wait upon Mr. 
Billings, of the West Side Gas Company, and see 
what could be done toward procuring a 
in the price of gas. The first and — 
duty was to fix a time when such a call should 
be made on Mr. Billings. The speaker had 
heard that Mr. J. Russell Jones, whom he thought 
was the President of the Company, had said that 
he favored no reduction in prices. 

The original contracts with the People’s Gas- 
Light and Coke Company were brought in and 
read. One was dated May, 1859, the other Oct. 
5, 1869, both beiog similar, with the exception 
of the matter of priceof gas. The latter con- 
tract was for ten years, and the price was not to 
exceed $3 per 1,000 feet. 

It was then moved to appoint a committee of 
one to find out definitely who was the President 
of the Gas Company, and at what time he could 
have a consultation with the Committee. The 
motion was carried, and Aid. Quirk was chosen 
delegate. 

Ald. Quirk said that to his mind the only duty 
of the Committee was to effect a reduction. 
How it was possible he did not know. He be- 
lieved that it was betterto pay so much per 
lamp for gas than to pay by a measurement. 

Aid. Case was surprised at the enormous 
amount of monev spent by the city of Chicago 
for gas for public use. It was an awful extrava- 
gance. Philadelphia and Boston did not spend 
half as much, and as for St. Louis,—why, $100,- 
000 paid her annual gas-bill. Even New York 
paid no more. 

Ald. Heath, who was present, though not a 
member of the Committee, wanted to say a few 
words. It cost the city about $850,000 a year to 
light the streets and public buildings. It would 
cost that much this year if gas was consumed in 
the same reckless way, and the deficiency would 
be found at the end of the year to be something 
monstrous. ing must be done to cut 
off some of this. It was of no use in the first 
place to tight so much territory. Many square 
miles of open prairie were lighted every night 
where there was no need of it. Could the Com- 
mittee but get the price reduced to $2 per 1,000 
feet that would lessen the expense one-third.
